1, The Solnoye oil fiel'd extended 5 to 6 kn northeast of Solnoye- on the right bark 
of . the Volf a River* x) kn' downstream from Kuibyshev* The construction of a maca- 
damized road from Solnoye to the oil field started ■ in 19 h$/l9h&* After this road 
v:as completed the construction of a narrow-gauge railroad on the oil field was 
started* There v/ere no normal-gauge spur tracks on the field.
